SYSTEM IN THE CONDUCT OF WAR 
An eminent British military au thority 
has recently pu b lished an article in the 
Atlantic Monthly entitled ^‘System for the 
Condu ct of W a r . ” 
He points ou t the in­ 
teresting fact that the great w ars of mod­ 
ern times have b een more and more m a n ­ 
aged and directed b y civilian au thorities 
b ehind the fighting lines. 
Down to the middle of the nineteenth 
centu ry nearly all wars of history were 
w aged b y armies in the field, represent 
ing b u t a small proportion of the male 
popu lation of the 
cou ntries 
engaged. 
Generals directed military operations and 
civilian popu lation had little to do with 
fighting 
except 
in the way of paying 
taxes 
or 
fu rnishing 
su pplies— except 
when territories were ravaged b y hostile 
invaders. 
Campaigns and b attles hardly 
affected the daily lives of the majority of 
people. 
Bu t modern w a rfa re is more and more 
a w arfa re of nations. 
Du ring the great 
W a r Between the States, civilian popu la­ 
tion did its share in produ cing su pplies 
for the condu ct of w a r and thu s ver>- 
m any of those 
who 
remained at home 
might b e reckoned am ong the com b at­ 
ants. 
Also the conscription of men for 
compu lsory military service was resorted 
to on a great scale, su ch as had never 
b een known b efore. 
Du ring the cou rse 
of months President Lincoln w orked ou t 
a very complete system for the condu ct 
of w a r in which civilians played a great 
pa r t as well as military men. 
Also b y 
1863 the Union au thorities had develop­ 
ed the ” A n a c on d a ” policy for strangling 
the Sou th, hy coordination of military op­ 
erations in all theaters of w a r and of the 
naval b lockade. The Confederate au thor­ 
ities were never ab le to develop su ch a 
system and had no su ch u nity of opera­ 
tions in the east and west, which is one 
reason for the collapse of the sou th. 
In the world w a r the development of 
highly efficient systems of operation was 
carried to a fu rthe r degree tha n in the 
American w a r of the 60s. The great G er­ 
man w a r machine and the elab orate or­ 
ganization of Germany, with the u nified 
direction of the G erm an general staff, 
gave the central powers a great impetu s 
at the b eginning of the stru ggle and al­ 
most b rou ght them victory. 
The allies 
had no su ch u nity of command, or organi­ 
zation of the civilian popu lation, b ehind 
the lines, and no su ch effective means of 
transporting troops from 
one 
point 
of 
need to another. 
The b u ilding u p of su ch 
systems took time, as did the raising of 
a great army b y England.

Nob ody 
knows w hat a “ w ave” in

ghostly 
ether wou ld b e like. 
In spite of a deceiv­ 
ing b lib ness which creeps into scientific 
conversation 
ab ou t 
these 
matters, the 
ether and other waves remain essentially 
mysteriou s. 
There is one thing, however, which we 
do know reasonab ly well. 
This is that 
radio and light are the same. 
A b road­ 
casting 
station 
resemb les a lighthou se. 
Radio goes ou t from it as light goes from 
a lamp. 
Centu ries ago when the first 
lighthou ses were b eing erected in Egypt 
and on the Grecian Isles, a lighthou se 
needed b e no more than a fire b u ilt on a 
hill or on a pillar. 
Atop the famou s 
Pharos at Alexandria slaves fed a b on­ 
fire nightlong with wooden logs. 
The 
light spread ou t in every direction. 
As 
mu ch of it shone shoreward, where it 
served no pu rpose b u t to keep the Alex­ 
andrians awake, as shone seaward, where 
harb or-seeking ships had need of it. 
As 
time wore on men learned ab ou t mirrors. 
All the light of the lighthou se was sent 
seaw ard where it b elonged. 
Someone in­ 
vented lighthou se lenses, still fu rther con­ 
centrating the light. 
Finally came the 
revolving 
b eam, so that 
mirrored and 
lens-focu sed flashes can b e sent ou t in 
w hatever sequ ences the mariners desire. 
Radio lingers, ju st now, at the b egin­ 
ning of a similar development. 
Most of 
the present radio stations work like the 
ancient Pharos. 
They emit radio in all 
directions equ ally. 
This new ‘‘b eam sys­ 
te m ” is the first sign of change. Radio 
“ mirrors” send these new “ b eam s” in a 
selected direction, ju st as the mirror of 
a lighthou se directs a light ray. 
For the 
reflection of radio a flat, polished mirror 
will not serve. 
W ha t the Marconi com­ 
pany u ses are tall networks of wire like 
the crossed wires of a gigantic wire mesh. 
Meanwhile the Marconi com pany’s mir­ 
ror-flu ng b eams redu ce enormou sly the 
pow er necessary to send radio across the 
ocean or arou nd the world.

Traffic p roblems reach their w’orst in 
New* York and the difficulties in the way 
of arriving at solutions are p ast enumera­ 
tion. 
Traffic engineers have been study­ 
ing the questions assidiously and many 
exp eriments 
have 
been 
tested. 
Now*, 
New* York is embarked on a scheme of 
unified traffic control, the cast iron sen­ 
tinels with their eyes of reel, green and 
amber to rep resent an investment of $2,- 
000,000. 
The op eration of this automatic 
machinery wdll moan the release of more 
than tw’o hundred traffic p olicemen for 
other duties about the metrop olis. 
All traffic in Fifth avenue, Broadw’ay 
and a large p art of iMadison avenue will, 
it is rep orted, be directed by a single 
master tow’er, the many sets of signal 
lights being fully synchronized. 
In First 
avenue, under the Queonsborough bridge, 
is a p oliceman w^ho regulates all the traf­ 
fic lights on this thoroughfare for five 
miles. 
Other p olicemen are stationed at 
various of the intersections to check the 
drivers w’ho consider it smart in New 
York, to cheat the signals. 
While most 
drivers strive to obey the lights, a small 
p rop ortion are ready to take a chance 
w’here there is no susp icion of the p res­ 
ence of a p oliceman.

COLLARS FOR THE MEN 
Are few’er men w^earing collars or are 
men wearing few’er collars or have at­ 
tached collars taken the p lace of inde­ 
p endent sorts in notable degree? 
Ac­ 
cording to the Census of T.Ianiifactiirers, 
Dep artment of Commei’ce, 10,449 w’age 
earners w*ere engaged in making collars 
in 1923 and 7,187 in 1925, a shrinkage 
of 31.2 p er cent. 
The total value of col­ 
lar p roducts in 1023 w’as $42,660,218 and 
in 1925, $27,587,675, a decrease of 35.3 
p er cent. 
Collard p roducts, the bureau 
says, include shirts, so that it woud ap ­ 
p ear that either few'er men are w’earing 
’em or taht men are w’earing few’er of 
’em. 
It is interesting to note that three- 
fourths of these collar and collar p ro­ 
ducts establishments are in New* York 
state and that the other seven factories 
are in five other states. 
In the Emp ire 
state, these factories are most famous in 
the tow’ii named after the town made 
celebrated by Helen of old. 
It seems that 
starched and soft collars are manufactur­ 
ed p rincip ally from 
cotton 
fabrics, but 
that considerable trade is enjoyed in col­ 
lars made of celluloid, p yralin and p ap er.
